STATES  SHARE  MORE  THAN  $29  MILLION 
IN  PUBLIC  LAND  PAYMENTS 

More  than  $29  million  has  been  distributed  among  23  States  that  share  in 
funds  from  Federal  lands  managed  by  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management,  Secretary 
of  the  Interior  Thomas  S.  Kleppe  announced  today.   The  money  came  from 
mineral  leasing  revenues  for  the  three-month  period  that  ended  September  30, 
1976. 

The  payment  represents  the  State's  share  of  earnings  in  the  interim 
period  resulting  from  a  change  in  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  from  June  30  to 
September  30.   With  the  exception  of  Alaska,  each  State  having  public  lands 
has  received  semi-annual  payments  of  37.5  percent  of  Federal  revenue  collected 
within  that  State  from  mineral  leasing  bonuses,  rentals,  and  royalties.   In 
its  last  session  Congress  provided  for  the  States'  share  to  be  increased  to 
50%  after  August  3,  1976.   The  present  payment  reflects  this  change.   Alaska 
receives  75  percent  of  oil  and  gas  royalties,  and  88.2  percent  of  all  other 
mineral  rents  and  bonuses.   No  change  was  made  in  Alaska's  share.   Interior 
officials  stress  that  these  are  customary  payments  that  have  been  made  to 
certain  States  on  a  semi-annual  basis  for  many  years.
